I rom It comes our hatred of those “isms” under which the indi­ 
vidual has no value or importance 
a s a p erwn . 
but is only one of 
manv unimportant peopie v^ho have to live the way their leaders 
tel! them to.

It 15 worth noting that the Declaration of Independence expressed 
the belief that ‘‘all men arc crea ted etfu a l " 
It did not state or imply 
a belief that hk o d e\ek>p equally or have equal

material possessions. 


That would be equalitv without 
freed o m. .Americans have always 
believed the two should go together.

4. The Right to Freedom of Speech.

Not only is the individual free to worship as he will, but religions 
themselves arc free and equal.

Not just one. but three Amendments to the Constitution (4th, 5th 
and !4'.h) protect against illegal search and seizure, or loss of life, 
liberty, or profscrtv, wnhout •‘due process of law.”

Safer and saner observances of 
the Fourth of July (Independence 
Day) over what is described by old 
timers “ as the good old days” 
has come about through the years 
with exception of the heavy toll 
of lives and injuries on the high­ 
ways and drownings in lakes and 
streams, 
Outings of course predominate 
and families, sports lovers and 
others pause in their usual business 
pursuits to take advantage of the 
holiday for a brief vacation in 
the great outdoors. Loading them­ 
selves in high speed cars they 
buzz along over concrete roadways 
to favorite resorts, or if they be 
from many of tbe smaller towns 
rush to the cities for a whirl in 
taking in big league ball games, 
theater attractions under the stars 
or other enjoyment, then returning j 
home as tired as if they had put; 
in a full week's work 
Forty years or more ago cele­ 
brations were in order in all parts 
of the country. 
Cities and towns, 
large or small, put on .some .sort 
ot recognition of the glorious day 
Places of larger populations had 
throngs of people and with trans­ 
portation chiefly by train the ri'gu- 
lar ones were inadequate to take 
care of the rush of transportation 
and excursion trains were operated 
by the principal railroad lines, of­ 
ten having the coaches so crowded 
that people, finding seats all oc- 
I’upied. stood for trips of up to 
too miles or more 
Arriving at celebration scenes, 
parks, fair grounds, or other spots 
bands blared forth patriotic and 
other music in fast tempo, 
Then 
would come all kinds of contests 


squelched without any great harm 
in most instances. 
Inebriates, of 
which there were few, were not 
hustled off to jail but taken to .some 
shady spot and watched by friends 
until regaining sobriety sufficient­ 
ly to again join the celebrators. 
The fact that politicians were al­ 
ways on hand in considerable num­ 
bers brought on bursts of oratory 
that would start shortly after noon 
and last for house. Candidates, and 
potential ones, would orate to such 
length that hearers seated on im­ 
provised 
benches 
would 
either 
weary of the hard seats else tire 
of the long drawn out speeches, 
.some of which were rather fiery, 
they would leave to seek refresh­ 
ment elsewhere, or join discussions 
that were of more interest to them­ 
selves. 
Firecrackers, torpedoes, cap pis­ 
tols and other explosives caused 
injuries, mostly burned fingers, or 
hands to some of the younger ones 
but as a whole they were not seri 
ous, although sometimes an eye 
injury would result that would in 
some instances prove serious, 
In those days “ Buffalo Bill” , 
William F Cody, was the idol of 
the youngsters as Texas had not | 
propagandized Davy Crockett to 
an exalted place in their develop­ 
ing minds as is now sweeping the 
country.

Aa u ppu rg « m Sedali« traffic law 
v o liatio ns during June has cau sed co n­ 
cern amo ng enfo rcement o fficials, ac­ 
co rding to Chief o f Po lice Edg ar Neig h­ 
bo rs. His declaratio n that Sedalia po lice 
o fficers want to be kno wn as peace o ffi­ 
cers and no t arresting o fficers certainly 
sho u ld meet with pu blic acceptance 
Bu t tacit acceptance o f this philo so phy 
o f law' enfo rcement is meaning less u n­ 
less the pu blic beco mes a co o perating 
entity in the pro cess. And the fact that 
citizens are careless and inattentiv e to 
the safeg u ards set u p fo r them is cau s­ 
ing mo st o f the increased blo tter entries 
do wn at po lice headqu arters.

That called fo r a sto p and a 
recheck becau se the g au g e apparently 
was no t fu nctio ning accu rately . Inv esti- 


g atio n by the driv er rev ealed that her 
friend had been v iewing the radio dial 
instead o f the g as g au g e fo r the check. 
No w that’s the so rt o f inattentio n that 
can g et mo to rists into tro u ble, the same 
so rt o f inattentio n and carelessness that

So me insects — the ho ney bee 
fo r ex ample — are friends o f the 
hu man race. Bu t there are also 
harmfu l and anno y ing insects. The 
battle ag ainst them, particu larly 
tho s*' that carry su ch impo rtant 
diseases as malaria, y ello w fev er, 
plag u e and ty phu s, g o t^s o n and o n. 
Insect co ntro l aimed at prev ent­ 
ing harmfu l insects fro m carry ing 
hu man diseases has been activ ely 
carrie<i o u t fo r o nly 50 y ears o r so . 
At first abo u t all which co u ld 
be do ne was to drain o r destro y 
the brcKHling places. F'o r mo squ it 
o es, fish were pu t into the po o ls 
where the insects bred, o ily su b­ 
stances were spray ed o v er the 
su rface and measu res o f a similar 
natu re taken. 
Paris Green came alo ng a little 
later. Other su bstances like py re- 
thru m hav e insect-killing po wers. 
Fro m the standpo int o f the battle 
ag ainst insects, Vtto rld War II was 
a g reat su ccess. Better chemicals 
were badly needed and D.D.T was 
o ne o f the resu lts o f the intensiv e 
stu dies carried o u t at that time. 
D D T is no t periei't in all re­ 
spects. Fo r ex ample, ho u se flies 
which are ex po sed to H g radu ally 
beco me resistant. 
Bu t still o ther insect killers hav e 
been dev elo ped' and so me are al­ 
ready o n the market. 
Ho wev er, it is no t diseases alo ne 
which make so me insects o u r en­ 
emies. The o rdinary mo squ ito bite 
is u nco mfo rtable eno u g h. The re­ 
actio n to mo squ ito bites Ls no t al­ 
way s alike. 
’That this is so is po inted o u t 
well by a letter which said, “ Flv ery 
su nv mer I g et many mo squ ito bites 
no matter what insect reptJlant I 
u se 
These bites itch so mu ch 
that I finally break the skin and 
cau se a so re.” 
In o thers the reactio n u» slig ht 
and lasts o nly a .sho rt time. 
When 
the 
mo squ ito 
bites 
it 
pro bably pu shes so mething into 
the skin bu t ju st what this su b­ 
stance IS is still a matter o f de­ 
bate. It is g enerally believ t*d to 
lie similar to the chemical which 
bees inject whe’^ they sting . 
There hav e Ix Kjn attempts to 
make ex tracts fro m the mo squ ito 
in o rder to create resistance to 
the bite. These trials, ho wev er, 
hav e no t been to o su ccessfu l.
